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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election of Group u I, apparatus claims 1-14 in the reply filed on 
November 15, 2006 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and 
specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has 
been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
15-23 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 15-23 
have been cancelled in the examiner's amendment below. 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 15-23 have been cancelled. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Johnson (U.S. Patent 2,191,829), Stacker (U.S. Patent 
2,779,970), Meneidis (U.S. Patent 3,642,396), Missout (U.S. Patent 4,548,567) and 
Hartman (U.S. Patent Application Publication US 2005/006804) are cited as of interest 
to show the state of the art. 

5. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or reasonably suggest, the extrusion head assembly as recited 
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by instant claims 1-14, particularly including the fixed member for conveying the primary 
molten polymer in the annular stream axially of the axis of the head assembly, the fixed 
member including the body element, the manifold block disposed against the body 
element, the manifold block including the distribution channel for receiving and 
distributing the secondary polymer, the wear plate disposed against the manifold block, 
the die sub-assembly rotatably disposed on the body element for receiving the annular 
stream of primary molten polymer from the fixed member and extruding the 
predetermined shape, the die sub-assembly including the extrusion die in contact with 
the wear plate and having the opening for extruding the predetermined shape and 
having the means for communicating with the distribution channel to receive the 
secondary polymer therefrom to form the inserted stripe, the sub-assembly further 
including the means for rotating the die about the axis, wherein the sub-assembly 
includes the spring means for axially loading the extrusion die against the wear plate.
